“YUNNANESE SURPRISE 


Wuchow, Yestérday. 


No further disturbance has oc- 
curred since the National forces 
under General Li’Ming-shu failed 
in their attempt to take Kweiping in 
Sunchow, west of Wuchow, and the 
failure of Yunnanese troops under 
General Fan Shek-sang to take Liu- 
chow. 

It is reported that asa result of 
the recent fighting along the Mung- 
kiang River, which runs past. Liu- 
chow, Fan Shek-sang’s (National) 
troops suffered a heavy loss in am- 
munition and men, As Fan'is now 
unable, on account of this loss, to 
on . the 
Kwangsi forces, he is sending a 
personal representative to interview 
General Wong Shiu-hung at Kwei- 
ping with a view to coming to terms 
by which Fan’s forces will be in- 
corporated into. the | Kwangsi 
(“rebel”) ranks and- be given 
material support to fight their way 
back to Yunnan province which is 
now under the control of General 
Lung Yen, who is “National.” 


Avgiting Reinforcements 


The situation.in dast Kwangsi is 
quiet at, present. The National 
troops are maintaining their posi- 
tions at Tenghsien and are not ¢x-

While the’ prime necessity in .edu- 
cation for China is the instruction: of 
the present illiterate mass. of the 
populace, the needs of those. who can 
read and write but are not highly 
educated must not be forgetten. it 
is essential that the minds of such 
people should be developed, and’ that 
they he introduced fo the joy of- in- 
teresting reading and the satisfaction 
éxperienced from the perusal of good 
Nterature. The gain from: reading 15 
by no means confined to 
for it is likely to redoun 
benefit’ of the nation, in that one who 
reads studiously a scientific article 
of useful injent is likely to see some 
practical application of its teachings 
that may Jead to the pecuniary ad- 
vantage of ‘himself and, therefore, to 
that of his countrymen in general. 

Acquired Knowledge . 

Again, 2 regularly acquired know- 
ledge of world happenings has a 
broadening effect -upon any indivi- 
-dual; dnd if, there be a large num- 
ber of them thus broadened, the re- 
sult to the nation. as a whole will 
be ‘quite material, especially if those 
thus benefitted endeavour to transfer 
a-portion of such information to their 
neighbours of ‘lower degree in the 
community, which, if they be patrio- 
tic citizens, they certain-y pught to 


do. nae ‘ 

Finally, if the people of Ching are 
dajly. informed properly’ of current 
events, they will not be so ready. to 
heed disquieting rumours and ~ to 
listen ‘to. the blatant .discourse of 


-\ chronic agitators and traitorous de- 


magogues. ; 
Bureau Wanted . 

Such being the case, would it not 
be good’ policy on the part . of the 
Government to establish a bureau for 
the systematic dissemination through- 
out the entire Republic, even to. the 
furthermost Hittle aggregations of 
inhabitants. of the classes of infoyma~ 
tion Hsted in the title of this 
memoir? If such a policy were 
adopted,. great care would have to be 
exercised in. order, to. preverit - the 
power of the bureau from being abus- 
ed (as is ‘the case with the govern- 
ments of some European . countries, 
especially in time of war) by with- 
holding - information that. ‘it, might 
deem inadvisable to ‘put forth, thus 
actually enslaving -the public “mind. 
Evsrything of importance that is go- 
ing on, both at home and abroad, 
should -be told candidly to the 
people;' but it would,- of course, be 
permissible . for the  hureau 
spreading disagreeable news, to com~ 
ment on ‘it and draw just conclusions 
concerning. it that would reduce its 
tendency: to inflame” the people’s 
minds by arousing their indignation: 

Such a bureau, if jud'’ciously and 
honestly operated, could wield great 
influence ‘and accomplish grand re- 
sults-for ‘the people of China. At 


first there might he a prejudice 
against it, engendered by chronic de- 
magogues and agitators; but-if these 
carry their pernicious influence too 
far, they should be “brought up with 
a round turn” by the firm hand ‘of 
the law. ; a 
wt might be that certain unpatrio- 
tic papers would refuse to publish 
the news furnished them by the 


bureau and use instead fels2 material 


of their own, garnered by prejudic- 
ed and irresponsible reporters, “In 
such cases perfectly legitimate pres- 
sure could: easily be brought to bear 
on their unpatriotic cditors that 
would result in either conversion to 
sanity or dismissal. from office. 

And. now a few words concerning 
each of the three topics of this 
mémoir, 

“Current News”: - ; 


The quality of the news furnished | 


by most newspapers is far from. be- 
‘ing satisfactory; for «the Yeader has 
to flounder through a lot of chaff in 
search of a little grain, Far too 
much trash is published, and insigni- 
ficant and uninteresting events are 
given prominence, ‘when they could 
| be totally ignored without doing the 
slightest harm. The truth of the 
matter is that in .most ¢ountries.the 
sole business of many a newspaper 
is to.make money for its.owners and 
not to educate and exvand. the minds 
of its readers; The excuse. offered 
for the poor quality. of-their. stuff -is 
that they aim to give their readers

desire,’and that, if the public prefer 
to read trash and rot, they must 
furnish the mental pabulum demand-| 
ed. The pursnit of such a policy 
greatly reduces the influence of the 
paper upon the - mentalities of its 
patrons, and ‘does not elevate the 
condition .of the masses, as a- good 
newspaper or periodical should do, 

In general, # may truly ‘be stated 
that newspapers are altogether too 
bulky, and that the effort to find 
something worth reading in them is 
often-so great as to disgust the. read- 
er and éause him to give them’ but 

a curséry ‘glance. . The practice of 
‘starting a score of items on the first 
page and referring to yarious subse- 
quent pages .for their continuation 

patalyses one's interests: and causes 

him to obtain his daily information 
by merely glancing at the headlines. 

In-compiling news for the Chinese 

eopile, a ‘selection. of -material should 
bs made on the. basis of pleasing and 
satisfying . the majority of thinking 
minds, at the same time keeping in 
view -the object of educating them, 

It would be advisable to omit near- 

ly all crime records, especially those 

of a -sordid nature, also frivolous 
matters, such’ as) games and minor 
social | events. Psychologists —_re- 
cognise that wide-spread descriptions 
of crimes lead quickly td the com- 
mission of other similar offences— 
strange but true nevertheless! The 
main functioh ‘of a newspaper should 

1¢ education of its patrons; and 
it should net make a practice of 
pandering to any’ of , their depraved 
tastes, as too often they do in the 

U.S.A, : 

rrangements: should’ be made to. 
have all. the news-bulletins printed, 
as nearly ‘as practicable, simultane- 
ously in the different parts of the coun- 
try. Distribution niight be done by 
wireless, radio, multi-wiring, or pos- 
sibly some still better way, but not 
-\‘by ‘ordinary mail, as that means. is 
too slow for the purpose. desired, 
World Progress ~ 

World Progress should form a 
special item of news;.and it should 
be well digested and put into read- 
able form. The compilation thereof 
should be done sygtematically, care- 
fully, and .thoughtfully, recording 
only those things that are of real im- 
portance; for the. presentation should 
not resemble a Patent Office record, 
which ‘is about the dryest matter that 
ean be found in print, but should be 
made truly interesting without’ sacri- 
ficing the attributes of clearness and 
reliability. 

The leading Sunday newspapers of 
North America contain many articles 
of a scientific or semi-scientific char- 
acter, written in a rather pleasing, 
popular style. These furnish in- 
formation of value to many people; 
hence . there the 1 
much read. and  appreciated—not 
‘merely, however, for the class of ar- 
ticles just mentioned, ‘but, it: must be 
confessed, also on ‘account of others 
written . lighter vein: for the ame 
ment and ngt iprovement. o: 
the reader.’ peep pe : : 

Tt is only the serious articles in 
these Sunday papers that should 
serve as-a types for the selection .of 
material for Chinese reading—in fact, 
some of -them might advantacecusly 
be translated directly. It would be 
imwise, though, to rely too closely 
upon’ American sources for this pur- 
pose, because much gencral know- 
ledge can bé gleaned from the papers 
and periodicals’ of both Europe and 
Asia. For jthis reason there should 
‘be on the Government's editorial staff 
men who have 2° goo reading know- 
ledge of the principal foreign langu- 
ages. .

A PROPOSED RECHRISTENING 
OF TWO. SHIPS: © 5 


It is reported that the Clan Line 
intends to rechristen -the Cambrian 
Baroness and Cainbrian Marchioness, 
recently purchased from the Thomas 
‘Company, Clan Graham and ‘Clan 
Grant respectively, reviving good olf 
names in the company and recalling 
memories, wherever the red-banded 
funnel of Cayzer Irvine and Com- 
pany is known, whichinciudes a lrge 
proportion of. the world’s ports, 
There have been two previous ‘hold- 
ers of cach name, all well-known 
vessels. 

The first Clan Graham was built 
at Glasgow in 1882, an’ iron single- 
Screw steamer * of 2926 tons, with 
compound engines and no, pretensions 
to speed’ In 1894 she was one of 
the- many compound engined ‘ships 
which were given a new lease of life 


4. thes Bombay. and Persia Stezx 


and ‘greatly. increased economy: in 
speed by having their machinery. con« 
verted to triple expansion, and it was 
hot until 1906 that she was sold to 
Navi-. 
gation Company, “who renafmed her 
Majidi and used ner until 1912: °A 
sale to the Far East having broken 
down, she was finaly sold to a 
Neapolitan firm. They were expect- 
ed to break her up, but instead of. 
that ‘she was renamed “Maria Delle 
Vittorie md sent to sea again, be- 
ing fimally purchased by the: ‘British 
authorities in 1915 and -scuttled to 
make a breakwater for one of the 
exposed Janding places. in Gallipoli. 

: The. Second Clan Graham. 

As soon’ as she was out: of the 
Cayzer Irvine ffeet; in 1907 the 
second Clin Graham was put ingo the 
water. by Messrs. William Doxiord 
and Sons, and she was one. of the 
jast of the big fleet of turret ‘deck 
steamers which the. company_possess- 
ed. She was a great improvement 
on her predecessor, and, with a gross. 


tonnage of 5,213 ° and triple expan-}

‘he “first Clan Grant was a big 
ship for the Clan Line when she, was. 
built by. Messrs.. Alexander Stephen 
and Sons in 1883, on ‘iron sjagle 
screw -ship with a gross tonnage of 
8,545. She ran until 1901, when she 
was sold.to the Russian’ Whaling 
Company, one of Cowat Keyserling’s 
many . shipping enterprises, which 
afterwerds became the Pacific Whal- 
ing and Fishéry Company. In 1004 
she was captured by the Japanese 
and was run by the Japanese Gov- 
ernment under the name. of, Mihairu 
Maru. They séld her in 1914, when 
the price.of tonnage was beginning 
to. rise, end :she is: still in service 
under Kobe ownership with her. name 
‘slightly changed: to Miharu. 

The second Clan Grant was another 
turret. deck steamer built by Mes:rs.

And glass in this country 
may keep out some of the damp air, - 
but unless the. cases are extra- 
ordinarily well made the. chances 
are that the glass will keep in the 
harmful air. If possible open 
shelves with a through.draught,and - 
then it is possible to know all that - 
is happening. to your books—whe- 


jther they are “getting mouldy. 


whether nests are being built among 
the books, and whether ants or other. 
insects ar: attacking them. , 
“All books should be varnished as 
soon as they reach this country. 


\Ordinary. Chinese varnish mixed 


with methylated spirits so that the 
books are not sticky to the. touch - 
when they have dried, and so that 
they will dry the quicker. Apply 
this mixture lightly and evenly and __ 
by the and of half a day the books 
can be put‘on thelr shelves again. 
In addition to varnish it is’ as well 
to. strew all bookshelves with boric 
powder. Cockroaches hate this! 

There is really very little more to - 
do... Giving the. books a sun ‘bath 
should be quite unnecessary except 
in particularly damp weather or in
